THE LKG1SLATUKE. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the 


constitution the eighteenth session of 
the Nevada Legislature will be called 
t& order' on next Monday. There are 
many important matters looking to the 
welfare of the State and our people to 
be considered. Appropriations forthe 
support of the State Government and 
State institutions mast in the regular 
coarse of business be provided for; laws 
passed protecting the interests as well 
as advancing those in every county in 
the State. The election of a United 
States Senator will be an important 
event, and there are other matters that 
will come up for consideration. 


The prevailing hard times, mainly 


bronght about by the low price of sil- 
ver and the existing conditions of oar 
principal industry, mining, necessitates 
economy and careful management in 
public affairs. It is not economy, how- 
ever, to cripple the State institutions 
by low and insufficient appropriations, 
and the wise thing to do is for tho 
members, nearly all of whom are prac- 
tical business men, to visit these in- 
stitutions, inquire into the expense and 
requirements and then act for the 
best interests of the taxpayers and with 
a view of making each institution com- 
pare favorably with similar institn- 
-tions of other States. 


Thus far the management-of each in- 


stitution has been of a progressive 
character and the State has reason to 
be proud of her substantial buildings 
and special advantages each public in- 
stitution affords. The State University 
should receive liberal support, for it is 
educating those t who will soon take 
charge' of State affairs. It is antici- 
pated that the coming session will be 
an important oue for the State, and it 
is hoped that the result will be all that 
the people expect. 


A TKKATY 
BETWJSiSN 


CUBA, 


SFAIN 


The conclusion of the agreement be- 


tween the United States and Spain re- 
garding the Cuban situation is nearly 
accomplished. It is neither u treaty 
nor other diplomatic measure, bat a 
compact between this country and 
Spain upon certain terms to be granted 
to the Cuban insurgents. There will 
be three parties to the agreement, viz: 
the United States, Cuba and Spain. 
The treaty as proposed provides for 
free pardon to the Cubans for all politi- 
cal offenses committed from 1868 to 
date, also freedom for those who are 
under indictment or serving sentences 
within or without the island. Amnesty 
to all deserters from the Spanish army 
regardless of nationality. A number 
of other provisions of lesser import- 
ance are detailed in the treaty, among 
which is the recall of General Weyler, 
who will depart for Madrid about March 
1st. It is thought that this will end 
the war in Cuba, and Spain, while not 
absolutely in control of Cuba, will have 
much to say in shaping the policy of 
tUe local. government of the country. 
While the present trouble, may be ad- 
justed, it is more than probable that 
unless Cuba is granted nearly all she 
asks the old feeling of liberty will again 
manifest itself and her people will not 
rest until freedom is gained. Cuba has 
made a brave stand for her rights and 
now that they are so nearly in her 
grasp it is not likely that she will give 
up the opportunity of gaining that for 
which her people have suffered so much 
and which they have tried 'so hard to 
win. 


IDAHO'S SENATORIAL CONTEST. 


The Senatorial contest in Idaho is 


becoming interesting. The Populists 
broke from Judge Clagget and twenty- 
four of their votes were thrown to S. 
Crook. The latter also received five 
Democratic votes, which gave him a 
total of twenty-nine, Dubois receiving 
twenty-six. A second ballot was taken 
Crook receiving twenty-eight votes. It 
is thought that Dabois will finally be 
elected.

The 
notable high temperature will proceed 
this disturbance and the no leas nota- 
ble great fall in temperatures with 
heavy rains, snows, blizzards and 
northers will follow. This disturbance 
will be quite similar to that which, oc- 
curred during the first week of the 
month. Temperature of the week end- 
ing January 23d will average about or 
above normal and rainfall will be be- 
low normal.

Weather bureau records give the fol- 
lowing facts about the general character 
of 


FEBRUARY WEATHER. 


"The tracks of storms for February 


are similar to those for January and 
March, and much of the analysis of 
storms is equally applicable to these 
three months, The intensity of the 
weather conditions gradually rises 
from September until it culminates in 
February, and thence falls off till June, 
wh^n the summer relations will be re- 
established. A count of the number of 
storms in February, for tea 
years, 


1884-1893, shows that eleven originated 
near Alberta, twenty-eight on the 
North Pacific Coast, fourteen on the 
northern 
Rocky Mountain Plateau, 


thirteen in Colorado, eighteen in Texas, 
six in. the east gulf and south Atlantic 
States, seven in. the Cantral Valleys 
and two on the south Pacific Coast, 
making a total of ninety-nine, and 
averaging ten each month. 


"Approximately 55 per cent of our 


February storms come from the Pa- 
cific Ocean and States, 20 per cent from 
the Gulf of Mexico and gulf States and 
25 per cent are developed in the in- 
terior. The tracks converge as usual 
to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, when the 
movement is normal. 
The anomalous 


tracks usually have a decided loop 
southward along the Rocky-Mountain 
slope whence they may advance and be 
lost near the Gulf of Mexico, or re- 
curve to the lake region of the,St. Law: 
rence valley. These storms always ad- 
vance in front of a large high area, 
whose rapid and vigorous movement 
thrusts the northern storm to the 
southward before they can gyrato to 
the east front along the periphery of 
high. 


The Texas storms,asin other months, 


are rapid marcher:], and are attended 
by widely extended rain or snow pre- 
cipitation. If thece ia no high over the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence that retards the 
northwestward movement they reach 
New England hi forty-eight hours; if 
a high hangs persistently iii that re- 
gion they may require ninety-six hours. 
If a high is located in the liorthwest, 
threatening a cold wave, this will reach 
the Gulf States if the movement is 
rapid; it will be dissipated in rain or 
snow if the low is much retarded.' 
Special attention should be directed tc 
the probable behavior of the St. Law- 
rence high as upon this will depend 
anccesa in forcasting the advance of a 
large storm from the southw.est.

.The article..in the-second journal 


named is entitled "The Management of 
Pneumonia. Patients" by Dr. Simon 
Barucb, and is of. a more practical 
nature than the preceding. The writer 
iclds the same views as Dr. Osier con- 
cerning the part played by the poison 
of the disease in causing. the high mor- 
tality, but he has much greater confi- 
dence in the result of his remedial 
measures. 
He relies chiefly upon the 


effect of .wet compresses applied at a 
temperature of CO degrees, every hour 
or half hour according to" circum- 
stances, and a sedative dose of au an- 
tiseptic, and remedies to spur the flag- 
ging heart. ''These methods," he says, 
"offer at present the most favorable, 
yet not perfect, results in the manage- 
ment of patients suffering from pneu- 
monia." 


The last of the' three articles is by 


Dr. A. H. Smith on "The Essential 
Nature of pneumonia." His method of 
treatment is in the early stages, by 
inhalationo, to strangle the germs at 
their inception. We are informed by 
one of our local physicians : that the 
germs of pneumonia—the pneumoc- 
ocous—are usually found in the mouth 
of healthy people. But as long as the 
ining membrane of the bronchial tubes 
and air cells of the lungs are in good 
condition the gwms will not be able to 
get a start in the lungs, to produce tfiB 
disease. But if the health becomes im- 
paired and " run- down," especially by 
iving in badly ventilated rooms and 
breathing impure air,or if a person suf- 
fers from a prolonged chill, a con- 
gestion, of the lung or lungs will easily 
occur and afford a suitable soil for the 
erms to lodge and multiply in. So 


the practical things to do are to keep 
;he general health up to the maxim by 
plenty of fresh air, good food, suf- 
Icient rest, etc., and wash out the 
mouth and nose and throat twice a day 
with a proper disinfectant to kill the 
germs of the disease, such as listerine 
used diluted one-half in water.or one of 
Seller's alkaline and antiseptic tablets 
dissolved in half*a..fflass.of water. The 
latter is much -the cheaper and can be 
purchased at the drug stores in any 
number. They are also an excellent 
month wash to prevent teeth from de- 
caying, to prevent the "grippe"ton- 
silitis and help to cure catarrh.
